evidence, One of the best known 
stories about Molly is that she liv- 
ed to be over 100 years old, some 
say as old as 140 years. The evi- 
,dence indicates, according to Mrs. 
f Leadbeater, that she was no older 
than 86 nor younger than 72 when 
she died in Andover in 1816., An- 
other myth corrected by Mrs. Lead- 
beater was the one that she pass- 
ed her entire life in the Andro- 
scoggin and Saco River valleys. In 
fact she lived for a time in Can- 
ada, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
and Plymouth, Mass. She. even 
spent one year in Boston with the 
Clark family. ? 

In Mrs. Leadbeater’s opinion: 
Mollyockett’s reputation asa heal- 
er was well deserved. She also was
